Voice Recording Photo Frame 

Your Radio Shack Voice Recording Photo Frame lets you record 
and play back up to 1 0 seconds of sound to accompany a favor- 
ite picture. For example, you can record your own voice and add 
a picture to make a special keepsake for a loved one. It uses the 
latest integrated circuit recording technology, so you can record 
a new message as many times as you like without having to wait 
for a tape to rewind. 


FRAMING THE PICTURE 


Cut the picture to a width of 2 inches 
and a height of 2Vs inches. Insert the 
picture from the top of the frame and 
push it down until it touches the bot- 
tom of the frame. 

To replace the picture, push the pic- 
ture up and out of the top of the 
frame. Then insert a new picture. 



RECORDING A MESSAGE 

You can record a message up to 10 seconds long. Follow these 
steps to record your sweetheart’s voice or any other message. 

1 . Open the recorder cover and move MIC to within about 6 
inches (15 cm) from the sound source.

2. Use the tip of a ballpoint pen to press and hold the 
RECORD button in the hole. The RECORD LED lights and 
recording begins. Speak toward MIC on the front of the 
frame. 

3. After 10 seconds the recorder stops recording automati- 
cally. To stop recording before the recorder automatically 
stops, release the record button. 

To record a new message, repeat these steps. The new mes- 
sage replaces the old one. 



PLAYING THE MESSAGE 

To listen to the message, press and release PLAY. 


REPLACING BATTERIES 

Your Voice Recording Photo Frame comes with four type 357A 
button-cell batteries for power. When the recording sound weak- 
ens, replace the batteries. For the best performance and longest 
life, we recommend RadioShack silver-oxide batteries. The re- 
corder keeps the message stored even if it loses battery power. 

Warnings: 

• Keep button-cell batteries away from children. Swallowing 
a button-cell battery can be fatal. 

• Dispose of old batteries promptly and properly. Do not burn 
or bury them. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the required size and recom- 
mended type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries or different types of bat- 
teries. 

Follow these steps to replace the batteries. 

1 . Use a Phillips screwdriver to remove the 
screw from the battery compartment 

cover on the back of the recorder, then ^ 

slide off the cover in the direction of the y 

arrow. 

2. Remove the old batteries, then install the 
new ones (flat side up) in the battery 
compartment. 

3. Replace the cover and secure it with the screw. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the picture frame with batter- 
ies for a month or longer, remove the batteries. Batteries can 
leak chemicals that can destroy electronic parts. 
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CARE 

Your Voice Recording Photo Frame is an example of superior 
design and craftsmanship. The following suggestions will help 
you care for your frame so you can enjoy it for years. 

• Keep the frame dry. If it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. 

• Use and store the frame only in normal temperature envi- 
ronments. 

• Handle the frame gently and carefully. Don’t drop it! 

• Keep the frame away from dust and dirt. 

• Wipe the frame with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it 
looking new. Do not use harsh chemicals, cleaning sol- 
vents, or strong detergents to clean it. 

• Use only fresh batteries of the required size and type. 
Always remove old or weak batteries. 

Modifying or tampering with the frame’s internal components 
can cause a malfunction and might invalidate its warranty. If your 
frame is not performing as it should, take it to your local Ra- 
dioShack store for assistance.
